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Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Campaign  and 
Governmental  Conduct  Code  by  adding  Article  V,  sections 
5.100  to  5.135  to  impose  registration  and  disclosure 
requirements  on  Permit  Expediters. 

Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  a  Permit  Expediter  is 
defined  as  any  person  or  entity  that  receives  or  is 
promised  economic  consideration  equaling  SI. 000  or  more 
in  a  calendar  year  to  assist  a  client  in  obtaining  approval 
of  a  permit  issued  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  through  1)  pro\dding  information  and  adxdce 
regarding  the  permit  application  process,  2)  preparing, 
submitting  or  changing  a  permit  application.  3)  pacing 
permit  application  fees  on  behalf  of  the  client.  4) 
communicating  with  CitA"  departments  such  as  the 
Planning  Department  regarding  the  contents,  procedure, 
or  status  of  a  permit  application,  5)  convejang  the  permit 
application  through  the  requisite  stages  of  the  permit 
issuance  process.  6)  picking  up  a  permit  from  a  City 
department.  7)  requesting  that  a  permit  be  denied  for 
purposes   of  filing   an    appeal,    and    8)   representing   or 
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assisting  a  client  m  an  appeal  of  a  permit  that  has  been 
denied  b\-  a  City  department. 

Currently,  the  City  does  not  have  any  requirements 
imposed  on  Permit  Expediters  to  publicly  disclose  their 
identity  or  extent  of  efforts  to  obtain  permits  issued  b}"  the 
City  on  behalf  of  clients.  The  proposed  ordinance  would 
amend  the  Campaign  and  Govei'nmental  Conduct  Code  by 
adding  a  new  Article  V,  section  5.100  to  5.135  which 
would: 

•  Require  each  Permit  Expediter  to  initially  register  and 
reregister  annually  with  the  Ethics  Commission  prior 
to  a  January  1^^  deadline,  and  pa\^  fees  to  the  Ethic 
Commission  of  1)  SlOO  at  the  time  of  the  initial 
registration  and  $100  annuallj'  at  the  time  of  each 
reregistration,  and  2)  $50  annually  for  each  client 
represented. 

•  Require  the  Permit  Expediter  to  verify  the  accuracy 
and  completeness  of  information  provided  to  the  Ethics 
Commission,  i-etain  related  books,  papers  and 
documents  for  five  years,  and  file  a  statement  of 
termination  with  the  Ethics  Commission  when  a 
registered  individual  providing  permit  expediting 
ser\^ices  no  longer  provides  such  services. 

•  Require  the  Ethics  Commission  to  provide  forms  to 
Permit  Expediters  for  the  reporting  of  all  information, 
issue  registration  numbers,  provide  copies  of  the 
proposed  ordinance  and  related  materials  to  Permit 
Expediters,  gather  registration  and  reregistration 
information  and  issue  compiled  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Maj^or  annuallj",  preserve  records, 
provide  advice,  investigate  complaints  and  enforce 
against  violations,  and  adopt  reasonable  and  necessary 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  implementation  of  the 
proposed  ordinance. 

•  Impose  a  fine  of  $50  per  day  on  any  Permit  Expediter 
for  each  day  that  the  Permit  Expediter  fails  to  initially 
register  and  fails  to  reregister  annually  with  the 
Ethics  Commission  after  the  filing  deadhne  of  the 
original  registration  statement  or  report  required 
under  the  subject  ordinance.  The  registration  and 
reregistration  statement  or  report  would  include  such 
information   as   business   name,    name    of  emploj-ees

formerh'  employed  by  the  City,  type  of  permits  sought, 
and  economic  consideration  promised  or  received  by 
client. 

Impose  civil  action  liabilities  upon  any  Permit 
Expeditor,  up  to  $1,000  per  violation,  for  providing 
permit  expediting  services  without  registering  or 
complying  with  the  reporting  requirements,  as  set 
forth  in  this  proposed  ordinance. 

Authorize  the  Ethics  Commission  to  create,  adopt 
regulations  for,  and  require  a  Permit  Expediter  to  file, 
an  electronic  copy  of  the  original  statement  or  report. 
The  subject  ordinance  also  imposes  a  fine  of  $50  per 
day  for  late  electronic  filing. 

According  to  Mr.  Edward  Olsen  of  the  City  Attornej-'s 
Office,  the  purpose  the  subject  ordinance  is  to  impose 
reasonable  restrictions  and  disclosure  requirements  on 
Permit  Expediters  that  will  protect  the  pubhc's 
confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the  permitting  processes 
of  City  departments. 

Attachment  I,  provided  by  Ms.  Mabel  Ng  of  the  Ethics 
Commission,  details  the  estimated  administrative  costs, 
not  including  electronic  filing  costs  (see  Comment  No. 
2),  associated  with  implementing  the  proposed 
ordinance.  Such  costs  are  estimated  at  $28,984  in  the 
first  year,  including  initial  start-up  costs,  and  $21,859 
annually  based  on  FY  2003-2004  salary  and  benefit 
levels.  Ms.  Ng  reports  that  such  costs  will  be  included 
in  the  Department's  future  annual  budgets.  Attachment 
II,  provided  by  Ms.  Ng,  is  a  detailed  description  of  the 
related  tasks  supporting  the  cost  estimate. 

1.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  the  Ethics  Commission 
estimates  that  there  are  currently  approximately  20 
Permit  Expediters  who  would  be  affected  by  the 
proposed  ordinance,  and  would  be  required  to 
register/reregister,  and  report  to  the  Ethics  Commission 
prior  to  the  January  1^^  deadline  annually.  Ms  Ng 
estimates  that  each  of  the  20  Permit  Expediters  has  an 
average  of  10  chents.  Based  on  an  estimated  20  Permit 
Expediters,  having  an  average  of  10  clients  each,  the 
Ethics     Commission     estimates     that     approximately 
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$12,000  annually  would  be  generated  from  the  proposed 
fees  paid,  as  shown  in  the  table  below.

2.  Ms.  Ng  states  that  the  estimated  first  year  costs  of 
$28,984  to  implement  the  proposed  ordinance  does  not 
include  the  costs  to  enable  the  electronic  fihng  of 
statements  and  reports.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  enabhng 
electronic  fihng  would  require  the  development  of  new 
software  to  captui'e  specific  information  requested  in  the 
proposed  ordinance.  Ms.  Ng  reports  that  the  cost  to 
develop  such  software  to  enable  electronic  filing  would 
range  between  $50,000  to  $70,000  depending  on  the 
number  of  fields  required  in  the  database.  According  to 
Ms.  Ng,  the  Ethics  Commission  currently  has  no  plans 
to  implement  electronic  fihng.

Estimated  Costs  of  Implementing  the  Permit  Expediter  Program 
Based  on  20  Registered  Persons 

1.  Development  of  Registration  Forms  and  Materials:  The  legislation  requires  that 
the  Ethics  Commission  develop  forms  for  the  reporting  of  all  information 
required  under  the  proposed  ordinance.  The  Commission  may  also  adopt 
regulations  to  clarify  the  new  law.  Staff  estimates  that  it  will  take 
approximately  160  hours  to  develop  the  forms,  instruction  manual  and  other 
materials,  including  regulations,  related  to  the  peimit  expediter  program.  Tliis 
work  will  be  perfonned  by  the  Deputy  Executive  Director,  who  is  a  class  1 824. 
However,  once  the  forms  and  materials  are  developed,  staff  anticipates  that  the 
annual  costs  to  update  the  forms  and  materials  will  be  considerably  less, 
approximately  10  hours  per  yeai".  These  tasks  could  be  performed  by  the  Senior 
Administrative  Analyst. 

2.  Advice-Giving:  This  task  requires  giving  oral  and/or  written  advice.  Routine 
questions  can  be  handled  with  straightforward  answers  over  the  phone.  All 
other  questions  must  be  submitted  in  writing.  Responding  to  requests  for 
written  advice  involves  conducting  legal  research,  conferring  with  counsel, 
drafting  a  response  and  referring  it  to  the  Cit}'  Attorney  and  District  Attorney 
for  their  concurrence  or  non-concurrence.  Tlris  is  ver>'  time  consuming,  and 
there  are  frequent  requests  for  written  advice  when  a  new  law  is  implemented. 
Written  advice  is  provided  by  the  Deputy  Executive  Director;  the  Senior 
Administrative  Analyst  may  provide  oral  advice. 

3.  Notification/Mailing:  This  task  requires  drafting  and  sending  letters  to  permit 
expediters  to  inform  them  about  registration  requirements  and  filing  deadlines. 
In  addition,  staff  must  notify  and  issue  follow-up  notices  to  those  permit 
expediters  who  have  failed  to  register  or  pay  their  aimual  re-registration  fees  and 
client  fees. 
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4.  Intake/Heceipt:  This  task  requires  date-stamping  the  reports,  creating  folders  for  each 
permit  expediter,  and  copying  and  fiHng  the  reports  in  the  both  the  pubhc  and  back-office 
folders. 

5.  Facial  Audit:  This  task  requires  reviewing  the  forms  to  check  that  all  appropriate 
documents  have  been  filed,  noting  v\hether  an>'  fees  are  required  and  have  been 
submitted,  and  whether  the  appropriate  signature  is  included.  This  task  also  requires 
carefully  reviewing  each  permit  expediter's  repon  to  determine  if  it  meets  the  standard 
for  sufficient  specificity,  notifying  permh  expediters  of  deficient  filings,  and  following  up 
to  ensure  that  deficient  filings  are  amended  to  comph'  with  filing  requirements. 

6.  Report:  ProductionDistribution:  This  task  requires  creating  a  report  format,  and 
compiling  large  portions  of  each  permit  expediter's  filing  into  a  report  format,  which 
includes  tables  and  charts  for  tliat  year's  filings.  Filings  for  each  year  are  re\'iewed,  and 
figures  are  checked  against  previous  filings.  This  task  also  involves  duplicating  and 
distributing  the  report  to  the  appointing  authorifies,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor, 
and  interested  parties,  and  posting  the  report  to  the  Ethics  Commission's  web  site. 

7.  Addition  Termination  of  Clients:  This  task  requires  copying  and  filing  client  registration 
and  authorization  fomis.  and  conducting  a  facial  audit  and  data  entn."  check  for  tracking, 
paxonents  and  accounting.  It  also  includes  creating  a  chart  for  posting  the  information  on 
our  web  site,  and  posting  the  information. 

8.  Bookkeeping:  This  task  requires  copying  and  depositing  checks  for  permit  expediters 
and  client  registration  and  re-registration  fees  and  late  fines.  It  also  requires  that  tracking 
of  revenues  and  generation  of  revenue  estimates  for  the  City's  annual  budget  process. 

9.  Press  Releases:  This  task  involves  draftmg  and  faxing  a  press  release  to  the  media,  Cit}- 
officials,  and  interested  parties  each  time  an  annual  summan,'  report  is  issued. 

10.  Investigations:  This  task  requires  Commission  staff  to  conduct  inquiries  and 
investigations  into  possible  violations  of  the  law,  pursuant  to  Charter  section  C3.699-13 
and  the  regulations  adopted  thereunder.  The  Commission's  investigator  is  class  1823. 

1 1 .  Oilier  Costs:  These  costs  include  overhead,  such  as  maintenance  and  rental  of  our 
photocopiers  (estimated  at  approximately  5  percent  of  yearly  cost  of  SI  2,000,  or  S600  per 
year);  DTIS  work  order  for  LAN'  support  (5  percent  of  535,000  per  year,  or 
approximately  SI. 750  per  year);  rental  of  office  space  (5  percent  of  S70.000  per  year,  or 
approximately  S3500  per  year);  and  paper  and  supplies  (approximately  S200  per  year). 

Please  note  that  the  estimates  are  based  on  the  S3  7. 11  hourly  salar>'  of  a  Class  1823  Senior 
Administrati\^e  .Analyst.  Step  5,  position,  which  is  the  salan,'  for  the  Commission's  investigator. 
A  class  1823  will  be  able  to  perform  most  of  the  administrative  tasks  as  well  as  work  on 
program-related  investigations.  However,  written  advice  is  handled  by  the  Deput\'  Executive 
Director,  a  class  1824  position  with  a  salar>'  that  is  higher  than  the  1823  position.

Under  the  proposed  ordinance,  a  Permit  Consultant, 
commonlj-  known  as  a  Permit  Expediter,  is  defined  as  any 
person  or  entity  that  receives  or  is  promised  economic 
consideration  equahng  Sl-000  or  more  in  a  calendar  yeai' 
to  assist  a  cUent  in  obtaining  approval  of  a  permit  issued 
by  the  Citj'  and  County  of  San  Francisco  through  1) 
providing  information  and  advice  regarding  the  permit 
application  process,  2)  preparing,  submitting  or  changing 
a  permit  application,  3)  paying  permit  apphcation  fees  on 
behalf  of  the  client,  4)  communicating  with  Cit\" 
departments  such  as  the  Planning  Department  regarding 
the  contents,  procedure,  or  status  of  a  permit  apphcation, 
5)  conveying  the  permit  application  through  the  requisite 
stages  of  the  permit  issuance  process,  6)  picking  up   a 
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perm.it  from  a  City  department,  7)  requesting  that  a 
permit  be  denied  for  purposes  of  filing  an  appeal,  and  8) 
representing  or  assisting  a  client  in  an  appeal  of  a  permit 
that  has  been  denied  by  a  City  department. 

Currently,  the  City  does  not  have  any  requirements 
imposed  on  Permit  Consultants  to  pubhcly  disclose  their 
identity  or  extent  of  efforts  to  obtain  permits  issued  by  the 
City  on  behalf  of  chents.  The  proposed  ordinance  would 
amend  the  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  by 
adding  a  new  Article  V,  section  5.100  to  5.135  which 
would: 

•  Require  each  Permit  Consultant  to  initially  register 
and  reregister  annually  with  the  Ethics  Commission 
prior  to  a  January  1^^  deadline,  and  pay  fees  to  the 
Ethics  Commission  of  1)  $100  at  the  time  of  the  initial 
registration  and  $100  annually  at  the  time  of  each 
reregistration,  and  2)  $50  annually  for  each  chent 
represented. 

•  Require  the  Permit  Consultant  to  verify  the  accuracy 
and  completeness  of  information  provided  to  the  Ethics 
Commission,  retain  related  books,  papers  and 
documents  for  five  years,  and  file  a  statement  of 
termination  with  the  Ethics  Commission  when  a 
registered  individual  providing  permit  consulting 
services  no  longer  provides  such  services. 

•  Require  the  Ethics  Commission  to  provide  forms  to 
Permit  Consultants  for  the  reporting  of  all 
information,  issue  registration  numbers,  provide 
copies  of  the  proposed  ordinance  and  related  materials 
to  Permit  Consultants,  gather  registration  and 
reregistration  information  and  issue  compiled  reports 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  annually, 
preserve  records,  provide  advice,  investigate 
complaints  and  enforce  against  violations,  and  adopt 
reasonable  and  necessarj^  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
implementation  of  the  proposed  ordinance. 

•  Impose  a  fine  of  $50  per  day  on  any  Permit  Consultant 
for  each  day  that  the  Permit  Consultant  fails  to 
initially  register  and  fails  to  reregister  annually  with 
the  Ethics  Commission  after  the  fihng  deadline  of  the 
original  registration  statement  or  report  required 
under  the   subject  ordinance.      The  registration  and

information  as  business  name,  name  of  emploj-ees 
formerly  employed  by  the  Citj',  t\^e  of  permits  sought, 
and  economic  consideration  promised  or  received  by 
client. 

Impose  ci\al  action  habilities  upon  any  Permit 
Consultant,  up  to  $1,000  per  \dolation,  for  providing 
permit  consulting  ser^dces  without  registering  or 
comphdng  with  the  reporting  requirements,  as  set 
forth  in  this  proposed  ordinance. 

Authorize  the  Ethics  Commission  to  create,  adopt 
regulations  for,  and  require  a  Permit  Consultant  to 
file,  an  electronic  copy  of  the  original  statement  or 
report.  The  subject  ordinance  also  imposes  a  fine  of 
S50  per  day  for  late  electronic  fifing. 

According  to  Mr.  Edward  Olsen  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  the  purpose  the  subject  ordinance  is  to  impose 
reasonable  restrictions  and  disclosure  requirements  on 
Permit  Consultants  that  wiU  protect  the  pubfic's 
confidence  in  the  integrity'  of  the  permitting  processes 
of  City  departments. 

Attachment  I,  provided  by  Ms.  Mabel  Ng  of  the  Ethics 
Commission,  details  the  estimated  administrative  costs, 
not  including  electronic  filing  costs  (see  Comment  No. 
2).  associated  with  implementing  the  proposed 
ordinance.  Such  costs  are  estimated  at  $28,984  in  the 
first  year,  including  initial  start-up  costs,  and  S2 1.859 
annually  based  on  FY  2003-2004  salary-  and  benefit 
levels.  Ms.  Ng  reports  that  such  costs  will  be  included 
in  the  Department's  future  annual  budgets.  Attachment 
II.  provided  by  Ms.  Ng.  is  a  detailed  description  of  the 
related  tasks  supporting  the  cost  estimate. 

1.  According  to  Ms.  Ng.  the  Ethics  Commission 
estimates  that  there  are  currently  approximately  20 
Permit  Consultants  who  would  be  affected  by  the 
proposed  ordinance,  and  would  be  required  to 
register/reregister,  and  report  to  the  Ethics  Commission 
prior  to  the  January  1'^  deadline  annually.  Ms  Ng 
estimates  that  each  of  the  20  Permit  Consultants  has  an 
average  of  10  chents.  Based  on  an  estimated  20  Permit 
Consultants,  having  an  average  of  10  chents  each,  the 
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Ethics  Commission  estimates  that  approximately 
$12,000  annually  would  be  generated  from  the  proposed 
fees  paid,  as  shown  in  the  table  below.

2.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  should  the  actual  number  of 
Permit  Consultants  and/or  Clients  of  Permit 
Consultants  be  greater  than  the  estimates  shown  in  the 
above  table,  the  Ethics  Commission  does  not  anticipate 
that  the  total  estimated  administrative  cost  of  $28,984 
in  the  first  year,  and  $21,859  annually  thereafter,  will 
increase  significantly. 

3.  Ms.  Ng  states  that  the  estimated  first  year  costs  of 
$28,984  to  implement  the  proposed  ordinance  does  not 
include  the  costs  to  enable  the  electronic  filing  of 
statements  and  reports.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  enabling 
electronic  filing  would  require  the  development  of  new 
software  to  capture  specific  information  requested  in  the 
proposed  ordinance.  Ms.  Ng  reports  that  the  cost  to 
develop  such  software  to  enable  electronic  filing  would 
range  between  $50,000  to  $70,000  depending  on  the 
number  of  fields  required  in  the  database.  According  to 
Ms.  Ng,  the  Ethics  Commission  currently  has  no  plans 
to  implement  electronic  filing. 

Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  a  pohcy  decision 
for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Based  on  20  Registered  Persons 

Development  of  Registration  Forms  and  Materials:  The  legislation  req'dires  that 
the  Ethics  Commission  develop  forms  for  the  reporting  of  all  information 
required  under  the  proposed  ordinance.  The  Commission  may  also  adopt 
regulations  to  clarify  the  new  law.  Staff  estimates  that  it  wiU  take 
approxhnately  160  hours  to  develop  the  forms,  instruction  manual  and  other 
materials,  includmg  regulations,  related  to  the  permit  expediter  program.  This 
work  will  be  performed  by  the  Deput>'  Executive  Dhector,  who  is  a  class  1824.

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4.  Intake/Receipt:  This  task  requii-es  date-stamping  the  reports,  creating  folders  for  each 
permit  expediter,  and  copyiag  and  fihng  the  reports  in  the  both  the  pubhc  and  back-ofQce 
folders. 

5.  Facial  Audit:  This  task  requires  reviewing  the  forms  to  check  that  all  appropriate 
documents  have  been  filed,  noting  whether  any  fees  are  required  and  have  been 
submitted,  and  whether  the  appropriate  signature  is  included.  This  task  also  requires 
cai-efuUy  reviewing  each  permit  expediter's  report  to  detennine  if  it  meets  the  standard 
for  sufficient  specificity,  notifying  perrnit  expediters  of  deficient  filings,  and  following  up 
to  ensiore  that  deficient  filings  are  amended  to  comply  with  filing  requirements.

Ms  Ng 
estimates  that  each  of  the  20  Permit  Consultants  has  an 
average  of  10  clients.  Based  on  an  estimated  20  Permit 
Consultants,  having  an  average  of  10  clients  each,  the 
Ethics  Commission  estimates  that  up  to  $16,000 
annually  could  be  generated  frora  the  proposed  fees 
paid,  based  on  a  registration  and  reregistration  fee  of 
$300,  as  shown  in  the  table  below.

2.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  should  the  actual  number  of 
Permit  Consultants  and/or  Clients  of  Permit 
Consultants  be  greater  than  the  estimates  shown  in  the 
above  table,  the  Ethics  Commission  does  not  anticipate 
that  the  total  estimated  administrative  cost  of  $37,445 
in  the  first  year,  and  $24,085  annually  thereafter,  will 
increase  significantly. 

3.  Ms.  Ng  states  that  the  estimated  first  year  costs  of 
$37,445  to  implement  the  proposed  ordinance  does  not 
include    the    costs    to    enable    the    electronic    filing    of 
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Recommendation: 


statements  and  reports.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  enabling 
electronic  filing  would  require  the  development  of  new 
software  to  capture  specific  information  requested  in  the 
proposed  ordinance.  Ms.  Ng  reports  that  the  cost  to 
develop  such  software  to  enable  electronic  filing  would 
range  between  $50,000  to  $70,000  depending  on  the 
number  of  fields  required  in  the  database.  According  to 
Ms.  Ng,  the  Ethics  Commission  currently  has  no  plans 
to  implement  electronic  filing. 

Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  a  poHcy  decision 
for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Budget  Analyst  Questions  for  Item  #03-1876  As  Amended 


Estimated  Costs  of  Implementing  the  Permit  Consultant  Program 
Based  on  20  Registered  Persons 

1.  Development  and  Adoption  of  Permit  Processing  Code  of  Conduct:  The 
amended  legislation  requires  the  Ethics  Commission  to  adopt  a  code  of  conduct 
for  permit  consultants  no  later  than  60  days  after  the  effective  date  of  the  new 
law.  Staff  anticipates  that  it  be  required  to  convene  an  interested  persons 
meeting  regarding  the  provisions  of  the  code,  meet  with  departments  that  issue 
permits  such  as  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and  Entertainment 
Commission,  and  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  code.  Staff 
estimates  that  it  will  take  approximately  80  hours  to  develop  the  code. 

2.  Development  of  Registration  Forms  and  Materials:  The  legislation  requires  that 
the  Ethics  Commission  de^'elop  forms  for  the  reporting  of  all  information 
required  under  the  proposed  ordinance.  The  Commission  may  also  adopt 
regulations  to  clarify  the  new  law.  Staff  estimates  that  it  will  take 
approximately  160  hours  to  develop  the  forms,  instruction  manual  and  other 
materials,  including  regulations,  related  to  the  pennit  consultant  program.  This 
work  will  be  perfoiTned  by  the  Deputy  Executive  Director,  who  is  a  class  1824. 
However,  once  the  forms  and  materials  are  developed,  staff  anticipates  that  the 
annual  costs  to  update  the  forms  and  materials  will  be  considerably  less, 
approximate!}'  1 0  hours  per  year.  These  tasks  could  be  performed  by  the  Senior 
Administrative  .Analyst. 

The  amended  version  exempts  from  the  proposed  ordinance  individuals  and 
entities  that  register  as  lobbyists  under  Article  II  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  if  such  individuals  and  entities  file  all 
necessar}-  forms  and  disclose  on  their  lobbying  forms  all  the  information  that  is 
required  to  be  disclosed  by  the  proposed  legislation.  The  amendment  directs  the 
Commission  to  amend  the  current  lobbyist  forms.  Staff  estimates  that  it  may 
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take  an  additional  ten  hours  to  revise  such  forms  and  the  lobbyist  instruction  manual. 

3.         Advice-Giving:  This  task  requires  giving  oral  and/or  written  advice.  Routine  questions 
can  be  handled  with  straightforward  answers  over  the  phone.  All  other  questions  must  be 
submitted  in  writing.  Responding  to  requests  for  written  advice  involves  conducting 
legal  research,  conferring  with  counsel,  drafting  a  response  and  referring  it  to  the  City 
Attorney  and  District  Attorney  for  their  conciurence  or  non-concurrence.  This  is  very 
time  consuming,  and  there  are  frequent  requests  for  Awitten  advice  when  a  new  law  is 
implemented.    Written  advice  is  provided  by  the  Deputy  Executive  Director;  the  Senior 
Administrative  Analyst  may  provide  oral  advice. 

The  amended  version  adds  language  that  (1)  requires  officers  and  employees  of  the  City 
to  treat  all  permit  applications  the  same;  (2)  provides  that  intentional  preferential 
treatment  of  any  permit  applicant  and/or  the  applicant's  representatives  by  any  City 
officer  or  employee  may  subject  the  officer  or  employee  to  disciplinary  action  for  official 
misconduct;  (3)  requires  City  officers  and  em.ployees  to  reviev/,  consider  and  process  all 
applications,  revisions,  corrections  and  other  permit-related  material  in  the  order  in  which 
that  type  of  material  is  received  unless  there  is  a  written  finding  of  a  public  policy  basis 
for  not  doing  so;  and  (4)  requires  City  departments  that  issue  permits  to  adopt  written 
guidelines  to  determine  when  there  is  a  public  policy  basis  for  proce4ssing  permit 
materials  out  of  order.  Staff  estimates  that  these  requirements  will  increase  the  hours  of 
advice-giving,  at  least  in  the  initial  year,  from  50  to  100  hours.    Alternatively,  the 
Commission  may  adopt  regulations  to  clarify  such  teims  as  "intentional  preferential 
treatment"  and  "written  finding  of  a  public  policy  basis,"  and  to  provide  guidance  to  the 
adoption  of  written  guidelines  for  when  there  is  a  public  poHcy  basis  for  processing 
permit  material  out  of  order. 

3.  Notification/Mailing:  This  task  requires  drafting  and  sending  letters  to  permit  consultants 
to  inform  them  about  registration  requirements  and  filing  deadlines.  In  addition,  staff 
must  notify  and  issue  follow-up  notices  to  those  permit  consultants  who  have  failed  to 
register  or  pay  their  annual  re-regisfration  fees  and  client  fees. 

4.  Intake/Receipt:  This  task  requires  date-stamping  the  reports,  creating  folders  for  each 
permit  consultant,  and  copying  and  filing  the  reports  in  the  both  the  public  and  back- 
office  folders. 

5.  Facial  Audit:  This  task  requires  reviewing  the  forms  to  check  that  all  appropriate 
documents  have  been  filed,  noting  whether  any  fees  are  required  and  have  been 
submitted,  and  whether  the  appropriate  signature  is  included.  This  task  also  requires 
carefully  reviewing  each  permit  consultant's  report  to  determine  if  it  meets  the  standard 
for  sufficient  specificity,  nofifying  pennit  consultants  of  deficient  filings,  and  following 
up  to  ensure  that  deficient  filings  are  amended  to  comply  with  filing  requirements. 

6.  Report:  Production/Distribution:  This  task  requires  creating  a  report  format,  and 
compiling  large  portions  of  each  pennit  consultant's  filing  into  a  report  format,  which 
includes  tables  and  charts  for  that  year's  fihngs.  Filings  for  each  year  are  reviewed,  and 
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figures  are  checked  against  previous  filings.  This  task  also  involves  duplicating  and 
distributing  the  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the  appointing  authorities, 
and  interested  parties,  and  posting  the  report  to  the  Ethics  Commission's  web  site. 

7.  Addition/Termination  of  Chents:  This  task  requires  copying  and  filing  client  registration 
and  authorization  forms,  and  conducting  a  facial  audit  and  data  entry  check  for  tracking, 
payments  and  accounting.  It  also  includes  creating  a  chart  for  posting  the  information  on 
our  web  site,  and  posting  the  information. 

8.  Bookkeeping:  This  task  requires  copying  and  depositing  checks  for  permit  consultants 
and  client  registration  and  re-registration  fees  and  late  fines.  It  also  requires  that  tracking 
of  revenues  and  generation  of  revenue  estimates  for  the  City's  annual  budget  process. 

9.  Press  Releases:  This  task  involves  drafting  and  faxing  a  press  release  to  the  media.  City 
officials,  and  interested  parties  each  time  an  annual  summary  report  is  issued. 

10.  Investigations:  This  task  requires  Commission  staff  to  conduct  inquiries  and 
investigations  into  possible  violations  of  the  law,  pursuant  to  Charter  section  C3. 699-13 
and  the  regulations  adopted  thereunder.  The  Commission's  investigator  is  class  1823. 

As  discussed  above,  the  amended  version  adds  language  that  (1)  requires  officers  and 
employees  of  tlie  City  to  treat  all  permit  applications  the  same;  (2)  provides  that 
intentional  preferential  treatment  of  any  permit  apphcant  and/or  tlie  applicant's 
representatives  by  any  City  officer  or  employee  may  subject  the  officer  or  employee  to 
disciplinary  action  for  official  misconduct:  and  (3)  requires  City  officers  and  employees 
to  review,  consider  and  process  all  applications,  revisions,  corrections  and  other  permit- 
related  material  in  the  order  in  which  that  type  of  material  is  received  unless  there  is  a 
written  finding  of  a  public  policy  basis  for  not  doing  so.  In  addition,  the  amended  version 
provides  that  absent  a  written  reason  for  not  doing  so.  any  officer  or  employee  who 
intentionally  fails  to  review,  consider  and  process  all  permit  application  materials  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  received  are  subject  to  disciplinar>'  action.  Staff  estimates  that 
these  requirements  will  increase  the  number  of  complaints  that  may  be  filed  with  the 
Ethics  Commission,  with  a  resultant  increase  in  the  number  of  hours  devoted  to 
investigations  from  150  to  200. 

1 1 .  Other  Costs:  These  costs  include  overhead,  such  as  maintenance  and  rental  of  our 
photocopiers  (estimated  at  approximately  5  percent  of  yearly  cost  of  512,000,  or  S600  per 
year);  DTIS  work  order  for  LAN  support  (5  percent  of  S35,000  per  year,  or 
approximately  $1,750  per  year);  rental  of  office  space  (5  percent  of  570,000  per  year,  or 
approximately  $3500  per  year);  and  paper  and  supplies  (approximately  $200  per  year). 

Please  note  that  the  estimates  are  based  on  the  537.1 1  hourly  salary  of  a  Class  1823  Senior 
Administrative  Analyst,  Step  5,  position,  which  is  the  salan,-  for  the  Commission's  investigator. 
A  class  1823  will  be  able  to  perform  most  of  the  administrative  tasks  as  well  as  work  on 
program-related  investigations.  However,  written  advice  is  handled  by  the  Deputv'  Executive 
Director,  a  class  1824  position  with  a  salary  that  is  higher  than  the  1823  position.

Rule  5.40  provides  that  when  an  ordinance  or  resolution  is  introduced  which  would  CREATE  OR 
REVISE  MAJOR  CIT\'  POLICY,  the  committee  to  which  the  legislation  is  assigned  shall  not  consider 
the  legislation  until  at  least  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  introduction.   The  provisions  of  this  rule  shall 
not  apply  to  the  routine  operations  of  the  departments  of  the  City  or  when  a  legal  time  limit  controls 
the  hearing  timing.   In  general,  the  rule  shcdl  not  apply  to  hearings  to  consider  subject  matter  when 
no  legislation  has  been  presented,  nor  shall  the  rule  apply  to  resolutions  which  simply  URGE  action 
to  be  taken.

Item:  Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Campaign  and 

Governmental  Conduct  Code  by  adding  Article  V.  sections 
5.100  to  5.150  to  impose  registration  and  disclosure 
requirements  on  Permit  Consultants. 

Description:  Under    the    proposed    ordinance,    a    Permit    Consultant. 

commonly  known  as  a  Permit  Expediter,  is  defined  as  any 
person  or  entity  that  receives  or  is  promised  economic 
consideration  equahng  $1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  year 
to  assist  a  client  in  obtaining  or  opposing  approval  of  a 
permit  issued  bj-  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
through  1)  providing  information  and  ad\'ice  regarding 
the  permit  application  process,  2)  preparing,  submitting 
or  changing  a  permit  apphcation.  3)  pacing  permit 
apphcation  fees  on  behalf  of  the  client,  4)  communicating 
with  Citj'  departments  such  as  the  Planning  Department 
regarding  the  contents,  procedure,  or  status  of  a  permit 
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application,  5)  conveying  the  permit  application  through 
the  requisite  stages  of  the  permit  issuance  process,  6) 
requesting  that  a  permit  be  denied  for  purposes  of  filing 
an  appeal,  and  7)  representing  or  assisting  a  client  in  an 
appeal  of  a  permit  that  has  been  denied  by  a  City 
department. 

Currently,  the  City  does  not  have  any  requirements 
imposed  on  Permit  Consultants  to  pubhcly  disclose  their 
identity  or  extent  of  efforts  to  obtain  permits  issued  by  the 
City  on  behalf  of  clients.  The  proposed  ordinance  would 
amend  the  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  by 
adding  a  new  Article  V,  section  5.100  to  5.150  which 
would: 

•  Require  each  Permit  Consultant  to  (a)  initially 
register,  (b)  reregister  annually,  and  (c)  file  a 
termination  statement  with  the  Ethics  Commission. 
The  Permit  Consultant  would  also  be  required  to  pay 
fees  to  the  Ethics  Commission  of  1)  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $300  at  the  time  of  the  initial  registration  and 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  $300  annually  at  the  time  of 
each  reregistration,  and  2)  $50  annually  for  each  chent 
represented. 

•  Require  the  Permit  Consultant  to  verify  the  accuracy 
and  completeness  of  information  provided  to  the  Ethics 
Commission,  retain  related  books,  papers  and 
documents  for  five  years,  and  file  a  statement  of 
termination  with  the  Ethics  Commission  when  a 
registered  individual  providing  permit  consulting 
services  no  longer  provides  such  services. 

•  Require  the  Ethics  Commission  to  amend  current 
lobbyist  forms  to  permit  disclosure  on  those  forms  of 
information  required  under  the  proposed  ordinance. 

•  Require  all  City  departments,  officers  and  employees 
to  treat  all  permit  applicants  the  same,  and  review, 
consider  and  process  all  applications  and  permit 
related  materials  in  the  order  in  which  the  materials 
are  received,  unless  there  is  a  written  finding  of  a 
public  policy  basis  for  not  doing  so.  The  Ethics 
Commission  is  required  to  adopt  a  code  of  conduct  for 
permit  processing,  which  shall  be  distributed  to 
related  City  departments  and  officers. 
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•  Reqviire  the  Ethics  Commission  to  provide  forms  to 
Permit  Consultants  for  the  reporting  of  all 
information,  issue  registration  numbers,  provide 
copies  of  the  proposed  ordinance  and  related  materials 
to  Permit  Consultants,  gather  registration  and 
reregistration  information  and  issue  compiled  reports 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  annuallj', 
preserve  records,  provide  advice,  investigate 
complaints  and  enforce  against  violations,  and  adopt 
reasonable  and  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
implementation  of  the  proposed  ordinance. 

•  Impose  a  fine  of  $50  per  day  on  any  Permit  Consultant 
for  each  day  that  the  Permit  Consultant  fails  to 
initially  register  and  fails  to  reregister  annually  with 
the  Ethics  Commission  after  the  fihng  deadline  of  the 
original  registration  statement  or  report  required 
under  the  subject  ordinance.  The  registration  and 
reregistration  statement  or  report  would  include  such 
information  as  business  name,  name  of  employees 
formerly  employed  by  the  City,  type  of  permits  sought, 
and  economic  consideration  promised  or  received  by 
client. 

•  Impose  civil  action  liabilities  upon  anj-  Permit 
Consultant,  up  to  $1,000  per  violation,  for  providing 
permit  consulting  services  without  registering  or 
complying  with  the  reporting  requirements,  as  set 
forth  in  this  proposed  ordinance. 

•  Authorize  the  Ethics  Commission  to  create,  adopt 
regulations  for,  and  require  a  Permit  Consultant  to 
file,  an  electronic  copy  of  the  original  statement  or 
report.  The  subject  ordinance  also  imposes  a  fine  of 
$50  per  day  for  late  electronic  filing. 

According  to  Mr.  Edward  Olsen  of  the  Citj^  Attorney's 
Office,  the  purpose  the  subject  ordinance  is  to  impose 
reasonable  restrictions  and  disclosure  requirements  on 
Permit  Consultants  that  will  protect  the  public's 
confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the  permitting  processes 
of  Cit>'  departments. 

Fiscal  Impact:  Attachment  I,  provided  by  Ms.  Mabel  Ng  of  the  Ethics 

Commission,  details  the  estimated  administrative  costs, 
not  including  electronic  filing  costs  (see  Comment  No. 
3),      associated     with      implementing      the      proposed

ordinance.  Such  costs  are  estimated  at  $37,445  in  the 
first  year,  including  initial  start-up  costs,  and  $24,085 
annually  based  on  FY  2003-2004  salary  and  benefit 
levels.  Ms.  Ng  reports  that  such  costs  will  be  included 
in  the  Department's  future  annual  budgets.  Attachment 
II,  provided  by  Ms.  Ng,  is  a  detailed  description  of  the 
related  tasks  supporting  the  cost  estimate. 

1.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  the  Ethics  Commission 
estimates  that  there  are  currently  approximately  20 
Permit  Consvdtants  who  would  be  affected  by  the 
proposed  ordinance,  and  would  be  required  to 
register/reregister,  and  report  to  the  Ethics  Commission 
prior  to  the  January  l^t  deadline  annually.  Ms  Ng 
estimates  that  each  of  the  20  Permit  Consultants  has  an 
average  of  10  clients.  Based  on  an  estimated  20  Permit 
Consultants,  having  an  average  of  10  clients  each,  the 
Ethics  Commission  estimates  that  up  to  $16,000 
annually  could  be  generated  from  the  proposed  fees 
paid,  based  on  a  registration  and  reregistration  fee  of 
$300,  as  shown  in  the  table  below.

2.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  should  the  actual  number  of 
Permit  Consultants  and/or  Clients  of  Permit 
Consultants  be  greater  than  the  estimates  shown  in  the 
above  table,  the  Ethics  Commission  does  not  anticipate 
that  the  total  estimated  administrative  cost  of  $37,445 
in  the  first  year,  and  $24,085  annually  thereafter,  will 
increase  significantly.

statements  and  reports.  According  to  Ms.  Ng,  enabling 
electronic  filing  would  require  the  development  of  new 
software  to  capture  specific  information  requested  in  the 
proposed  ordinance.  Ms.  Ng  reports  that  the  cost  to 
develop  such  software  to  enable  electronic  filing  would 
range  between  $50,000  to  $70,000  depending  on  the 
number  of  fields  required  in  the  database.  According  to 
Ms.  Ng,  the  Ethics  Commission  currently  has  no  plans 
to  implement  electronic  filing. 

Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  a  policy  decision 
for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Budget  Analyst  Questions  for  Item  #03-1876  As  Amended 


Estimated  Costs  of  Implementing  the  Permit  Consultant  Program 
Based  on  20  Registered  Persons 

1 .  Development  and  Adoption  of  Permit  Processing  Code  of  Conduct:  The 
amended  legislation  requires  the  Ethics  Commission  to  adopt  a  code  of  conduct 
for  permit  consultants  no  later  than  60  days  after  the  effective  date  of  the  new 
law.  Staff  anticipates  that  it  be  required  to  convene  an  interested  persons 
meeting  regai'ding  the  provisions  of  the  code,  meet  with  departments  that  issue 
pei-niits  such  as  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and  Entertainment 
Comimission,  and  hold  at  least  one  pubHc  hearing  on  the  proposed  code.  Staff 
estimates  that  it  will  talce  approximately  80  hours  to  develop  the  code. 

2.  Development  of  Registration  Fonns  and  Materials:  The  legislation  requires  that 
the  Ethics  Commission  develop  forms  for  the  reporting  of  aU  information 
required  under  the  proposed  ordinance.  The  Commission  may  also  adopt 
regulations  to  clarify  the  new  law.  Staff  estimates  that  it  will  take 
approximately  160  hours  to  develop  the  forms,  instruction  manual  and  other 
materials,  including  regulations,  related  to  the  peimit  consuhant  program.  This 
work  will  be  perfoimed  by  the  Deput>'  Executive  Dhector,  who  is  a  class  1 S24. 
However,  once  the  fonns  and  materials  are  developed,  staff  anticipates  that  the 
amiual  costs  to  update  the  forms  and  materials  will  be  considerably  less, 
approximately  10  hours  per  year.  These  tasks  could  be  performed  by  the  Senior 
Administrative  Analyst. 

The  amended  version  exempts  from  the  proposed  ordinance  individuals  and 
entities  that  register  as  lobbyists  imder  .Article  11  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  if  such  uidi\iduals  and  entities  file  all 
necessary  fonns  and  disclose  on  their  lobbyuig  fonns  aU  the  infonnation  that  is 
required  to  be  disclosed  by  tlie  proposed  legislation.  The  amendment  directs  the 
Commission  to  amend  the  current  lobbyist  forms.  Staff  estimates  that  it  may 
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take  an  additional  ten  hours  to  revise  such  forms  and  the  lobbyist  instruction  manual. 

3.  Advice-Giving:  This  task  requires  giving  oral  and/or  written  advice.  Routine  questions 

can  be  handled  with  straightforward  answers  over  the  phone.  All  other  questions  must  be 
submitted  in  writing.  Responding  to  requests  for  written  advice  involves  conducting 
legal  research,  conferring  with  counsel,  drafting  a  response  and  referring  it  to  the  City 
Attorney  and  District  Attorney  for  their  concurrence  or  non-concurrence.  This  is  very 
time  consuming,  and  there  are  frequent  requests  for  written  advice  when  a  new  law  is 
implemented.    Written  advice  is  provided  by  the  Deputy  Executive  Director;  the  Senior 
Administrative  Analyst  may  provide  oral  advice. 

The  amended  version  adds  language  that  (1)  requires  officers  and  employees  of  the  City 
to  treat  all  permit  apphcations  the  same;  (2)  provides  that  intentional  preferential 
treatment  of  any  permit  applicant  and/or  the  apphcant's  representatives  by  any  City 
officer  or  employee  may  subject  the  officer  or  employee  to  disciplinary  action  for  official 
misconduct;  (3)  requires  City  officers  and  employees  to  review,  consider  and  process  all 
applications,  revisions,  corrections  and  other  permit-related  material  in  the  order  in  which 
that  type  of  material  is  received  unless  there  is  a  written  finding  of  a  pubhc  pohcy  basis 
for  not  doing  so;  and  (4)  requires  City  departments  that  issue  permits  to  adopt  written 
guidelines  to  determine  when  there  is  a  public  pohcy  basis  for  proce4ssuig  permit 
materials  out  of  order.  Staff  estimates  that  these  requirements  will  increase  the  hours  of 
advice-giving,  at  least  in  the  initial  year,  from  50  to  100  hours.    Alternatively,  the 
Commission  may  adopt  regulations  to  clarify  such  terms  as  "intentional  preferential 
ti-eattnent"  and  "written  finding  of  a  public  pohcy  basis,"  and  to  pro-vide  guidance  to  the 
adoption  of  written  guidelines  for  when  there  is  a  pubhc  pohcy  basis  for  processing 
permit  material  out  of  order. 

3.  Notification/lvlaihng:  This  task  requires  drafting  and  sending  letters  to  permit  consultants 
to  inform  them  about  registtation  requirements  and  filing  deadlines.  In  addition,  staff 
must  notify  and  issue  follow-up  notices  to  those  peimit  consultants  who  have  failed  to 
register  or  pay  their  annual  re-registtation  fees  and  client  fees. 

4.  Intake/Receipt:  This  task  requires  date-stamping  the  reports,  creating  folders  for  each 
permit  consultant,  and  copying  and  fi.hng  the  reports  in  tlie  both  the  pubhc  and  back- 
office  folders. 

5.  Facial  Audit:  This  task  requires  reviewing  the  forms  to  check  that  all  appropriate 
documents  have  been  filed,  noting  whether  any  fees  are  required  and  have  been 
submitted,  and  whether  the  appropriate  signature  is  included.  This  task  also  requires 
carefully  reviewing  each  permit  consultant's  report  to  determine  if  it  meets  the  standard 
for  sufficient  specificity,  notifying  permit  consultants  of  deficient  fihngs,  and  following 
up  to  ensure  that  deficient  filings  are  amended  to  comply  with  filing  requirements. 

6.  Report:  Production/Disttibution:  This  task  requires  creating  a  report  format,  and 
compiling  large  portions  of  each  permit  consultant's  filing  into  a  report  format,  which 
includes  tables  and  charts  for  that  year's  fihngs.  Filings  for  each  year  are  reviewed,  and 
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figures  are  checked  against  previous  filings.  This  task  also  involves  duplicating  and 
distributing  the  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the  appointing  authorities, 
and  interested  parties,  and  postmg  the  report  to  the  Ethics  Commission's  web  site. 

7.  Addition/Termination  of  Chents:  This  task  requires  copying  and  filing  chent  registration 
and  authorization  forais,  and  conducting  a  facial  audit  and  data  entr>'  check  for  tracking, 
payments  and  accounting.  It  also  includes  creating  a  chart  for  posting  the  information  on 
our  web  site,  and  posting  the  information. 

8.  Bookkeeping:  This  task  requires  copying  and  depositing  checks  for  permit  consultants 
and  chent  registration  and  re-registration  fees  and  late  fines.  It  also  requires  that  tracking 
of  revenues  and  generation  of  revenue  estimates  for  the  City's  annual  budget  process. 

9.  Press  Releases:  This  task  involves  di^afting  and  faxing  a  press  release  to  the  media,  Cit\' 
officials,  and  interested  parties  each  time  an  annual  summary  report  is  issued, 

10.  Investigations:  This  task  requires  Commission  staff  to  conduct  inquiries  and 
investigations  into  possible  violations  of  the  law,  pursuant  to  Charter  section  C3. 699-13 
and  the  regulations  adopted  thereunder.  The  Commission's  investigator  is  class  1823. 

As  discussed  above,  the  amended  version  adds  language  that  (1)  requires  officers  and 
employees  of  the  City  to  treat  all  permit  apphcations  the  same;  (2)  provides  that 
intentional  preferential  treatment  of  any  peraiit  applicant  and'or  the  applicant's 
representatives  by  any  City  officer  or  employee  may  subject  the  officer  or  employee  to 
disciplinary  action  for  official  misconduct;  and  (3)  requhes  City  officers  and  employees 
to  review,  consider  and  process  all  apphcations,  revisions,  corrections  and  other  permit- 
related  material  in  the  order  in  which  that  type  of  material  is  received  unless  there  is  a 
wTitten  finding  of  a  pubhc  policy  basis  for  not  doing  so.  In  addition,  the  amended  version 
provides  that  absent  a  written  reason  for  not  doing  so,  any  officer  or  employee  who 
intentionally  fails  to  review,  consider  and  process  all  pennit  apphcation  materials  in  the 
order  in  wliich  they  are  received  are  subject  to  disciplinar}'  action.  Staff  estimates  that 
these  requirements  will  increase  the  number  of  complaints  that  may  be  filed  ^^ith  the 
Ethics  Commission,  with  a  resultant  increase  m  the  number  of  hours  devoted  to 
investigations  from  150  to  200. 

1 1 .  Other  Costs:  These  costs  include  overhead,  such  as  maintenance  and  rental  of  our 
photocopiers  (estimated  at  approximately  5  percent  of  yearly  cost  of  512,000,  or  S600  per 
year);  DTIS  work  order  for  LAN  support  (5  percent  of  S35,000  per  year,  or 
approximately  SI, 750  per  year);  rental  of  office  space  (5  percent  of  S70,000  per  year,  or 
approximately  $3500  per  year);  and  paper  and  supphes  (approximately  $200  per  year). 

Please  note  that  the  estimates  are  based  on  the  $37.11  hourly  salar\'  of  a  Class  1823  Senior 
Administrative  Analyst,  Step  5,  position,  which  is  the  salary  for  the  Conmiission's  investigator. 
A  class  1823  will  be  able  to  perfonn  most  of  the  administrative  tasks  as  well  as  work  on 
program-related  investigations.  However,  written  advice  is  handled  by  the  Deput\^  Executive 
Director,  a  class  1824  position  with  a  salaiy  that  is  higher  than  the  1823  position.
